by the dirty appearand 
of the main streets 
There are 
times when 
they resemble the 
back yards of rag peddlers es ¬ 
tablishments 
Although there is 
a law compelling the building of 
sidewalks the need of enforcing 
it is very apparant 
especially 
in 
the vicinity of the new post of- 
fice

building 
While much 
of the beauty of 
our fine town depends upon the 
trees many of the branches hang 
so far down they are annoying to 
street 
pedestrians 
One 
lady 
complained that she had destroy ed 
two hats in this way 
Another 
very noticeable thing is the pre- 
vailing

pungency of 
pig 
pens 
chicken 
yards and 
cow stables 
especially at night 
The absence of traffic laws is a 
constant menace 
to women 
and 
children 
Open gates 
blocking 
the sidewalks 
and bridges over 
the ditches 
being 
left 
without 
railings are a constant source of 
danger and annoyance 
The first place to begin reforms 
in any community is in the homes 
and they greatly affect the life 
and appearance of the commun- 
ity

Much could be done to 
im 
prota the majority of the homes 
in Safford 
We all wish them to 
be as attractive as we can possi ¬ 
bly make 
them 
yet there are 
some which detract greatly from 
the appearance of our city 
Some 
of the houses need a new coat of 
paint others fences either 
new 
ones or the old ones 
and mended 
Still others 
need 
shrubbery 
trees 
vines 
grass 
and flowers 
Some of the houses 
are 
very 
beautiful 
with 
their 
wealth of these things but when 
we look beyond 
the house 
we 
see 
that are a dis 
grace 
to 
any 
community 
In 
many cases the condition ol these 
buildings cause 
very unsanitary 
living conditions

The droughty condition 
which 
has prevailed over Arizona 
and 
particularly the Gila valley dur ¬ 
ing the past year has led 
to an 
alarming increase-- in loss of 
cul- 
tivated

crops caused by jack rab- 
bits 


¬ 
The lack of moisture 
on 
the 
ranges 
and 
uncultivated 
areas has caused a shortage of 
natural food for these animals 
and has driven them in by the 
thousands to 
feed 
upon 
culti- 
vated 


¬ 
crops 
This 
condition 
has 
been 
felt 
very 
keenly 
by 
many 
of the 
farmers 
ojf the valley 
partcu 
brly 
those 
whose 
places 
are 
located on or near the edge of 
the cultivated areas and in some 
communities the attack of these 
pests has become so serious that 
a call for help was sent 
to State 
and Government authorities 
Chas 
E 
Reno 
a member of 
the staff of the U 
S Department 
of Agriculture 
Bureau of Bioog 
ical 
Survey 
has 
responded 
to 
this call 
and offers the following 
information and 
suggestions for 
controlling these destructive 
ro- 
dents

The most effective means 
of combatting these pests is by 
fencing against 
them and wire 
of 3 foot 
width 
with 
a 2 inch 
mesh may be used very satisfac- 
tory

usually cannot be used

so 
a more 
economical 
method must be suggested 
Pois-

irr 1 gallon of hot water three

until all alfalfa is well moistened

one mile of rabbit proof

There is no 
charge connected with the use of 
it but each and 
every commun- 
ity
